Warner Bros., who made 
“Zola” and “Pasteur,” and “Dr. 
Ehrlich’s Magic Bullet” and 
“Knute Rockne—All American” 
with minute and painstaking re- 
search, have delved into the 
champagne-in-an-actress’-slip- 
per period, when gilt furniture 
was smart, when the fluffy un- 
derthings of the Floadora Girls 
excited Broadway, and when 
Maude Adams was John Drew’s 
leading lady. 

For the sake of accuracy in 
such a highly-spiced and theatri- 
cally emotional effort, the studio 
resorted to an unusual expedi- 
ent. They hired as technical di- 
rector the man who for 36 years 
was Mrs. Leslie Carter’s hus- 
band. 


He is Lou Payne, second hus- 
band of the actress, and her 
companion until her death. He 
not only watched Miriam Hop- 
kins portray his own wife but 
coached young Richard Ainley 
as himself. 

Mrs. Leslie Carter’s very ex- 
citing life story, which is fol- 
lowed closely in the picture, be- 
gins in Dayton, Ohio. 

She was born in Lexington, 
Ky., June 10, 1862. Her father 
was Orson Dudley, an English- 
man, who moved his family to 
Dayton shortly before his death. 

Her real story begins in Day- 
ton because it was there, in 1880, 
that she married Leslie Carter 
of Chicago. The wedding was 
one of the social highspots of the 
decade. Their marriage was un- 
successful, and When they were 
divorced in 1889, custory of their 
little son was given to Mr. Car- 
ter. 

Caroline Dudley Carter at 28 
had never acted on any stage. 
But acting was the career she 
chose. She chose it, she related, 


because it was the only chance 
she had to earn a lot of money 
and a lot of fame quickly. 


The rest of the life story of 
“Lady With Red Hair’’ is fairly 
well known because it is theatri- 
cal history. 


Mrs. Carter went to New 
York, prevailed upon David Be- 
lasco to star her in a play, 
failed, tried again—and became 
the greatest actress under that 
dynamic impressario’s banner. 


Mrs. Carter died in Hollywood 
in November, 1937, red-headed 
to the last. 


Warner Bros. assigned their 
new and young ace director, 
Kurt Bernhardt, celebrated for 
his “My Love Came Back,” to 
direct Miss Hopkins in ‘Lady 
With Red Hair,” and set aside 
an unusually handsome budget 
for the lavish trappings, stage 
properties, gilt and red interi- 
ors, automobiles, and parties re- 
quired to depict the era. 


Helen Westley and Laura 
Hope Crews, who knew Belasco 
and Mrs. Carter well, were given 
leading parts. Richard Ainley 
the stage star who plays Lou 
Payne, is the son of Henry Ain- 
ley, distinguished British actor. 


Stars in Photo Finish 


Miriam Hopkins, Helen West- 
ley and Laura Hope Crews had 
a scene in Warner Bros.’ ‘Lady 
With Red Hair,” a gay Nineties 
story of Mrs. Leslie Carter, in 
which they walked together 
down a long hall and entered a 
door. They had trouble with it. 


They never arrived simultane- 
ously. First one and then the 
other would nudge ahead and 
arrive at the door ahead of the 
other. 

“Ladies, ladies’? screamed Di- 
rector Kurt Bernhardt. “This is 
not a race. Please do not gallop. 
I want you all there at the same 
time.” 

Which gave Madison Lacey, 
still photographer, an idea. 

He snapped a flashlight photo. 

“It’s a photo finish,” he 
grinned.

“After all,’’ said Charles Ken- 
yon, one of the collaborators on

seems to me that a novelist’s 
treatment of biography, in the 
manner of Emile Ludwig or 
Andre Maurois, is often truer 
than the barefaced facts. The 
essential thing is the mood and 
the reason, not the actual in- 
cident. 

“There was a great actress 
named Mrs. Leslie Carter. She 
was wonderful on Broadway and 
did exciting things. That’s our 
story. 

“She grows old and famous 
and finally she dies. That’s an- 
other story.”
